The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
2. The closest prior art to Freriks et al. Patent No. 5,81 1,198 shows a polyglycidyl 
ester derived from the reaction of excess epichlorohydrin in the presence of NaOH with 
a carboxyl-functional polyester prepared from hexahydrophthalic anhydride, 
diphenylolpropane and dimethylolpropionic acid. The claimed carboxyl-functional 
polyester intermediate prepared from an additional di-secondary carboxylic acid or 
anhydride C and monoepoxide D is not recited. There is not motivation to incorporate 
such reactants into the carboxyl-functional polyester of Freriks et al.
